Call to Meet 


Boston.—New England folk are to 
be called upon to contribute $18,145,- 
094 to the cause of topmost church ef- 
ficiency. That sum _ represents the 
New England quota in the united 
simultaneous financial campaign of 
Protestant churches April 25 to May 
2, to raise $336,777,572 in the nation. 

The New England quota, and the 
quotas of the participating denomina- 
tions, by states has just been an- 
nounced by Regional Campaign Direc- 
tor Alfred C. Estes. The denomina- 
tional quotas in New England, as giv- 
en out by Mr. Bstes, are as follows: 

Baptists, $13,004,000; Congregation- 
alists, $1,007,000; Presbyterians, $75,- 
215; Christians, $107,000; Disciples, 
$15,000; Friends, $246,000; Reformed, 
$7,659; eommunity quotas $3.683,220.

pendous undertaking of transporting so 
-great a number of American troops with 
their supplies and equipment across the 
ocean, she left no doubt in the minds of 
her hearers that the French considered 
their arrival tardy, and that it was not 
they, but that first thin blue line which 
held out so bravely in the fall of 1914, 
that made “the world safe for Demo- 
eracy.” 

The boys in khaki were characterized 
as “‘tall, handsome fellows who were 
always washing themselves.’’ She gener- 
ously paid tribute to their enterprise and 
splendid initiative in meeting emer- 
gencies and their unselfishness and 
generosity, adding that there was no 
such camaraderie between the soldiers 
of any two allied nations as that between 
the French and Americans. . 

Some of their characteristics were 
quite incomprehensible to the French, 
however. She herself saw rows of 
American soldiers arrested for absence 
without leave, waiting to be carried 
away in army trucks who with a gay 
disregard for consequences, were sing- 
ing, ‘“Where do we go from here boys?” 
To the French soldier, brought up from 
infancy to regard with awe and respect, 
military authority, this attitude was in- 
conceivable. 

Though they might tap the water

In the course 6f a discussion on the 
subject of Crete at the Royal Geo- 
graphical society, Prof. L. J. Myres de. 
scribed two remarkable changes of 
ground level that have occurred there 
since classical times, says the Scientific 
American. 

The whole island has swung upon an 
axis, the eastern half sinking and the 
western rising, so that whereas at 
Hierapetras and Spinalonga the an- 
cient quays and harbor works are now 
under water, the little Greek harbor of 
Phalasarna, at the west end of the Is- 
land, is now totally upheaved, so that 
one can walk about on the floor of the 
ancient harbor, upraised and dry. 


China’s Tea Industry.

FIRST USED IN CIVIL WAR 


Idea of Divisional Insignia Is Credited 
to General Joseph Hooker—Were 
Worn as Cap Ornaments. 
“The divisional insignia, which was 
hailed as something of a novelty when 
it was introduced In the A. E. F., did 
not stand for an entirely new idea in 
uniform decorations for an American 
army,” says the Home Sector, the ex- 
soldiers’ weekly. 
“Gen. Joseph Hooker—‘Fighting 
Joe’—whose record in another Amer- 
ican war fought sixty years ago has 
not been entirely submerged in the 
vast history. that grew out of that 
war, had concelved the same insig- 
nia idea, and the men of the regi- 
ments fighting under him in the 
Civil war put on a distinctive em- 
blem and thereby established a fash- 
fon. that wis adopted by all the 
Union forces. The tdea did not die 
with the Civil war, for in the Span- 
ish-American war also American sol- 
diers wore distinctive emblems to 
show what organization they belonged 
to. 

“The divisional insignia as worn by 
the A. E. F, was new, however, in the 
details of its wearing, for the soldiers 
of the Civil war and of the Spanish- 


American war did not wear cloth 
patches on the left shoulder. The 
fighting men of the Civil war wore 


their emblems—made of metal, with 
cloth centers—as cap ornaments. The 
soldiers of the Spanish-American war 
displayed their own organization 
marks—of enameled metal with a 
clasp backing—pinned to their left 
breast just above the pocket flap.”

WASHINGTON LETTER 


Washington, D. C. — That the feel- 
ing of unrest is growing here in the Capi- 
tol City of the nation is not to be de- 
nied; and the present reference is in the 
gatherings every day at the Capitol it- 
self. You hear rumblings in the Senate 
and in the House as well as in almost 
every Department of the Government. 
Now when such afeeling crops out it 
must be admitted that’ there must 
be a cause. It is idle to suppose that 
there is nothing that is causing all this 
uneasiness, but the source can be traced 
to the very powers ‘that are doing a lot 
of criticising fis Well as among those who 
are unusually uneasy. The old high-cost- 
of-living problem, the strikes legal and 
illegal, the tendency to make money at 
the expénse of an already overburdened 
people, all these and more are respon- 
sible of course, but at this time it goes 
deeper and many a man in official po- 
sition is asking of his colleague how long 
is it to last? It ought not to be ques- 
tioned as to what is the matter; yet there 
is matter enough and to spare and the 
Hon. Joseph Tumulty of the White 
House is no doubt unusually busy ex- 
plaining the whys and wherefores. ‘The 
President is vet far from being a well 
man and yet the administration is going 
along. 

The Hon. Arthur Capper, the well 
known newspaper man, Senator from 
Kansas has.made nota few sit up and 
take notice. Elis speech in the Senate 
delivered during the debate on the rivers 
and harbors appropriation bill, com- 
monly known as a port measure, was 
most opportune. Mr. Capper from 
Kansas told the country a thing or two 
and already he is hearing from all over 
the land with genuine — approval. 
“Greed” says the Senator, “has become 
morally and criminally lawless. In self- 
protection we must find the remedy and 
apply it.’ Strong words these, yet 
Senator Capper is of the opinion that 
they will be carried out shortly both by 
Government and people. Ile has the 
figures in hand that show to what ex- 
tent the people have been bled by the 
war and extortion. . They are unbe- 
lievable, unless you'have the facts to 
back them up. Senator Capper says 
that a statistical report relates that 79,- 
642. American corporations, many of 
whose stockholders are now dodging 
their income taxes through stock divi- 
dends, averaged gross profits of more 
than $500,0002000 a piece in a single 
vear. It is worth knowing the Senator 
says, to learn that in just one year dur- 
ing the war the gross income of Ameri- 
can corporations rose from thirty-five 
and one-third billions to eighty-four 
and a half billions of dollars. In a 
single vear of the war 10,173 new cor- 
porations were established.

‘Tobacco is another 
marked ‘poor man’s luxury” ‘says the 
Senator. The’Fobacce Products Cor- 
poration shows a rise of 1,547 per cent 
over its 1914 profits. The General 
Cigar Co. amassed a net income of near- 
ly 34 cents on each dollar on its sales in 
1917 and in 1919 this figure hades been 
increased to nearly 38 cents. Cigars 
have of course gone up and the people 
have to pay. The American Hide and 
Leather Co. whose profits far 1919 were 
more than three and one half times 
larger than those of 1914, is followed by 
the Central Leather Co. whose 1919 
profits more than doubled those of the 
same months in 1918. One shoe manu- 
facturing concern, the Endicott-John- 
son Co., reported a profit of $2,174,430 
in 1915 and $9,791,580 in 1919. Earn- 
ings of leather companies arose 55 per 
cent over the average nine months of 
1918. ‘Yet despite these swollen profits 
the public is being warned that shoes 
are going to cost more instead of less”’, 
says Senator Capper. 

“For four years,” continues Senator 
Capper, “wheat farmers, as a whole, 
have little more than broke even. The 
size of the American loaf has been re- 
duced for the first time in history, and 
the price has been nearly doubled. 
But the net profits of the 15 plants of 
the Standard Milling Co. have been in- 
creased 100 per cent, but not because of 
increased wages and taxes. ‘‘The pro- 
fits of the sugar trust arose from $12,- 
000,000 in 1918 to $15,000,000 in 1919. 
Beet sugar earnings show a profit. of 
$15 a share for 1919, as compared with 
$6 a share for the preceding year. So 
goes the story of one after another of 
commodities going up and up, 

It is time, says the senator, 100 per- 
cent Americanism were defined so that a 
perplexed public will fully understand 
what is meant by the term. The Sence 
tor says that the need of drastic action 
by the government is. most apparent, 
There are laws for those guilty of profit- 
eering. Something is wrong that» the 
prices go up and the profits go up and 
yet nothing is done that even tends to 
stop or curtail. Congress has passed 
laws in great sufficiency to stop all of this 
profiteering. ‘The laws eall for a proper 
enforcement and to that factor belongs 
the Government. Senator  Lenroot 
says that there are laws enough ‘‘and 
jif one millionaire profiteer were sent to 
jthe penitentiary at Leavenworth for a 
term under the laws that now exist, tt 
would do more to stop this profiteering 
than all the schemes and all the protests 
that have been made regarding it.” 
Senator Lenroot is no doubt correct in 
his theory but the enforcement of the 
laws is left to other sources than the 
Congress. The fact is, Senator Len- 
root goes on to say that the Attorney 
General is setting a few mouse traps 
around the country Where he ought to be 
|setting some bear traps. Little mer- 
chants are being arrested here and there 
but the big fellows are still busy putting 
up the prices and checking off dividends.

Whether it was due to the charm of 
the old-fashioned gowns and bonnets, 
or the other make-up, those who took 
part in the Old Folks’ Concert have 
seldom looked prettier than they did 


last Friday night. The long, full skirts 
and graceful shawls seemed particularly 
womanly and the original owners of the 
costumes would doubtless view with 
horror, skirts made from a single width 
of cloth in abbreviated length, topped 
by a sheer georgette blouse.- 

The gowns were exquisitely made by 
hand and finished with a view to years 
of service, all in strange contrast to 
the ready-made garments af today 
thrown together for effect to be worn 
for one short season, and soon replaced 
by others equally flimsy. How many 
silk dresses bought today survive a year, 
not to mention fifty? Waists and skirts 
were substantially lined, whether for 
modesty’s sake, to increase the wearing 
qualities, or for warmth and comfort in 
comparatively cold houses, we can orily 
surmise, 

Yet hoops and long skirts would be 
sadly inappropriate in- business offices, 
or oncrowded street cars, and huge bon- 
nets which protected the delicate com- 
plexion and so. becomingly framed. the 
faces of the women in the early thirties, 
would hardly be practical or even safe 
in these days of speeding automobiles, 
-when one must be ll eyes in crossing 
the street or boarding the elevated. 

Many of the gowns, bonnets and 
shoes worn, were of historic and local 
interest. Some of them were.once worn 
by happy Andover brides who in course 
of ‘time came to be mothers and then 
grandmothers of our present generation. 

One interesting pair of shoes of blue 
poplin, adorned with tiny rosettes of 
old blue ribbon and steel buckles were 
worn at her wedding by Sally Russell in 
1824. The label pasted inside the sole 
bears the legend: 

S. Henderson, Maker, 
Near the Theological Institution 
Andover, Mass. 
Rips mended gratis. 

So well made were they and such good 
care have they received, that the tiny 
rip which now appears is too late for 
S. Henderson to take good: his offer. 

A beautiful Leghorn bonnet was 
bought by Mrs. Nathaniel Farrington 
Flint in 1840 for the generous sum of 
$10.00. Another bonnet of the Shaker 
type was owned by Miss Betsy Dane of 
West Andover more than one hundred 
and fifty years ago. 


The gown worn by the harpist once 
belonged to Mrs. Vincent an English 
girl, who after playing in London, 
joined the old Boston Museum Com- 
pany in 1852, acting the part of Cassy in 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” In her book on 
“Old Boston Days” Mrs. Crawford de- 
scribes her as ‘‘slim and swift.” Con- 
trary to their conservative custom, Mrs. 
Stowe, her sister and father went to 
the Boston Museum to see the show and 
| probably saw Mrs. Vincent in this very 
gown.

The tickets which we were all per- 
mitted to keep as souvenirs of this his- 
| toric occasion were copied from a sim- 
ilar ticket, a unique relic, no other like it 
being in existence, which is preserved in 
the rooms of the’ Bostonian Society.
